The Elliott Administration in British 
Columbia has recently sustained a rever.so 
iu the defeat of Mr. IJavis, the member 
for Cariboo, who h*d accepted a scat in 
the Provincial Cabinet. Political distinc- 
tions are not very well marked in British 
Columbia, and in regard to local affairs 
thoy are oven leas easy to doflee than iu 
rtdation to tlio.'io of the Dominion. In 
tho ]n-Cbont iustanee tho defeat ^)f tho now 
Minister was due, apparently, to purely 
local oircum.stancoB, just eueli an may bo 
supposed to have a good deal of weight 
with a certain class of the population if 
tbey do not strike outsiders as potential 
or RuiBcient. 

It seems that tho repair of tho waggon- 
road to Cariboo has bofU undertikt-n by 
tho present tlovorumaut. Tiio road is now 
stated to bo in .cploi.did coudil ion , while 
iho 8;»Ting in tho cost of Iranapurt riciult- 
ing from the improvements is very large 
indeed to the miners and others depoud- 
enr upon it for supplies. 

Mining projitrty is exempt from taxa- 
tion, but tins Cariboo miuers !\re not, it 
socm^, eoLitont -n-ithout their roads are 
keiJt in order at the co.-it of tiio rest of the 
communily. When ilr. Elliutt took of- 
fice ho had to face some very serious fi- 
nancial diffionlties and U large defioit, 
while at tho tame time tho cull for im- 
provements in rarious directions was 
most urgont. Tlie exponun of repairing 
thii Ciriboo roul was met by thd reinipo- 
siliou of tlio toll of 000 ceijt, prjr jiuund 
ou ficjods pasniug over it. This was 
violently opposed by Mr. Walkein, the 
late Premier and now Opposition load- 
er, and Mr. Davie, with some other moiu- 
bcrs, voted against tho measure, but Mr. 
Davie was now obligod to tell tiio (doctors 
that tno public opinion of tho 
country would inovilably re.'sistits repeal. 
His opponout, Mr. Cowan, on tho othei 
hand, usfod tho " abolition of tolls " cry 
so effectively that he secured bis return 
by a majority of 58 out of a poll of 301 
votes.
